MADE AND AMENDED SINCE DECEMBER, 1931 


The American Nature Study Society was organized 1908 
New York City provide professional society for nature 
leaders and teachers, and promote nature 


education programs. 


ARTICLE NAME AND PURPOSE 


The name this organization shall the American 
Nature Study Society. 


Its headquarters shall place designated the 
Executive Committee. 


Its purpose shall promote nature education and avo- 
cation means research, publicity and field excursions, and 
stimulation and encouragement nature leaders and organ- 
izations. 


shall work for the restoration wildlife and conser- 
vation natural resources. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Any person interested any phase nature study 
elementary science may become member upon election the 
Council. 


The classes membership shall be: Patron, Life, An- 
nual, Section, Affiliate, and Junior. All classes shall have the 
full privileges membership except hereinafter 


Payment Life Members and Patrons shall de- 
posited permanent fund, the interest alone expendible. 


II] OFFICERS 


The Officers shall President, Vice-President, 
Secretary-Treasurer, Representative from each Section and 
Affiliated organizations, Representative (who must 
Fellow the American Association for the Advancement 
Science) serve the Council the AAAS, and ten 
Directors. 


There will Publication Board three members. 


The officers provided for Article III shall constitute the 
Council, which shall the executive body the Society. The 
President, the Vice-President, the Secretary-Treasurer and the 
Representative the AAAS shall constitute the Executive 
Committee the Council. 


MEETINGS 


There shall annual meeting held that 
ated Society the time and place the meeting the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement Science. Other meet- 
ings may arranged the Council. 


ARTICLE SECTIONS 


Any group ten more persons may apply the Council 
for the establishment local Section. Any Section fifty 
more members shall elect Representative the Council 
and certify such election the Secretary-Treasurer the 
Society. 


ARTICLE VII COMMITTEES 


The Council authorized appoint Committees for any 
purpose which deemed appropriate. 


ELECTIONS 


The President and Vice-President shall elected annually. 
The Secretary-Treasurer and the Representative the AAAS 
shall elected for two-year terms. The Directors shall 
elected for two-year terms. The Publication Board members 
shall elected for three-year terms. the first election fol- 
lowing the adoption Revised Constitution there shall 
five Directors elected for one-year term, one member the 
Publication Board for two years and one for one year. 

The Council shall make nominations for the offices 
filled each year. Members may make nominations mail, 
received the Secretary-Treasurer prior October 15. 
any candidate nominated members under this provision re- 
ceives twenty-five votes, the name such candidate shall 
submitted with those nominated the Council 
which shall mailed November each member who 
has paid dues for the current year. Members who not attend 
the annual business meeting shall have the privilege voting 
signed ballots which may taken the business meeting 
the Secretary-Treasurer, any other member. 


ARTICLE AFFILIATED ORGANIZATIONS

The Representative, acting under 
direction the Executive Committee the Council the 
Society, shall represent the American Nature Study Society 
the Council the American Association for the Advancement 
Science. 


The Publication Board shall elect 
Chairman and Secretary. The Board shall have charge the 
publications the Society, subject approval the Council. 
The Chairman shall report the Annual Meeting. 


COUNCIL 


The Council shall meet the Annual 
Meeting the Society, and five members shall constitute 
quorum the Council this meeting. Any business the 
Council may transacted mail, but two-thirds vote 
required for approval any proposition submitted. 


The President, Vice-President and Secretary- 
Treasurer shall hold the same offices the Council the 
Society. 


III MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 


membership committee shall appointed annually 
the President. Its duty shall stimulate applications for 
membership the Society. Its activities shall 
direction the Executive Committee the Council. 


The dues the Annual Members 
the Secretary-Treasurer shall one dollar, payable 
advance for the calendar year.

The 
Section members shall pay cents annual dues through their 
Treasurers. The dues organizations having 
one members shall $3.00; 100 members, $5.00; 
101 150 members, $10.00; 151 200 members, $15.00 and 
one dollar for each additional ten members. The dues 
ated members shall cents per year, paid through the 
local Treasurers. Full and addresses these members 
must accompany the dues.

DELINQUENT Members whose dues remain un- 
paid for three years shall dropped from the roll.

The National Conservation 
launched last year the National Asso- 
ciation Biology Teachers, has received 
the wholehearted support all the people 
who have considered it. More than thirty 
national conservation organizations have 
endorsed and their representatives are 
serving the Advisory Committee for 
the Project. 

State Committees have been, are 
being, organized all states bi- 
ology teachers who will undertake, 
already have undertaken, some conserva- 
iton activities their biology classes. 

There are two distinct objectives the 
one encourage many biology 
teachers possible engage some 
conservation teaching; and secondly, 
obtain descriptions the outstanding 
techniques used, for publication series 
leaflets conservation teaching. 

order help biology teachers under- 
stand the type activities deemed most 
helpful teaching conservation, set 
criteria with illustrative was pre- 
meetings which have now been published 
and distributed for use members 
the state committees and others interested 
helping with the project. These can 
secured from the state and regional chair- 
men the Project Leader. 

Each state committee has organized 
Advisory Steering Committee composed 
representatives the State Depart- 
ment Public Instruction, the State 
Teachers Association, the State Depart- 
ment Conservation and many other 
resource agencies deemed advisable. 

The Advisory Committee each state 
assist the state chairman and the 
committee biology teachers develop- 
ing plans for (1) interesting other bi- 
ology teachers conservation teaching, 
(2) using summer workshops and teach- 
ers conferences enroll additional mem- 
bers the project, and (3) solicit descrip- 
tions outstanding results with various 
techniques. 

State committee meetings will held 
frequently necessary, and wherever 
feasible assist the development 
the plans and the promotion the proj- 
ect. Various resource agencies can very 
helpful assisting the state committees 
with their plans.

forest. They explained how the change 
plant tenants takes and what 
effect has the birds and other crea- 
tures living therein. They showed 
farm with diversion terraces, 
plained how these help keep top soil 
place. They left with conception 
ecology and conservation. 

the evenings, enjoyed motion pic- 
tures and slides various phases 
nature study. saw, time-lapse pho- 
tography, the growth bean plant. 
never hoped see live shrew, but 
these movies watched battle between 
two shrews. saw, too, how seeds travel 
and actively make their way into the soil. 

was given ideas for programs and ac- 
tivities for bird club. sound color 
film water birds was recommended, 
and sent for it. was also suggested 
that the club make list, habitats, 
the birds its area. There was 
one wonderful collection through 
which could browse-—giving example 
this kind study.
